A ll kind! of reports circulate on 
Parliament Hill at Ottawa prior 
to convenlnE of a new session. Last 
week tl waa iJrtnit suggested that the 
administration’s effort to put the best 
complexion possible on the results of 
the current year could be the pre¬ 
cursor to a stiffer bill for the nation 
In federal taxes for the next fiscal 
period. There aie two sides to the 
coin, however. If the Dominion again 
Increases taxation, under the plea of 
teyenue shortages and economic safe¬ 
guards. it will be expected also to 
make a demonstrable attack on its 
ordinary and other outlays. One 
cou^ is a corrolary of the other, if 
Infill ion is to be countered. 

Though special pleading may twist 
It this way or that, there is not much 
misunderstanding on the part of the 
public of what really is involved. One 
has met few thinking individuals yet 
who seriously believe that an ever- 
Bscending scale of prices and living 
costs in Canada could go on indefin¬ 
itely, or even be desirable if through 
some miracle it could. The first result 
of higher costs is to lower the real 
value of the Canadian dollar; depre¬ 
ciate life savings in the hands of the 
public: and raise again the very bill 
of national costs the administration is 
obviously concerned "to lower — if 
balanced budgets are to return to 
this land. 

. Canadians are carr>'ing a substan¬ 


tial tax load now. The necessary 
defence expenditures .show little signs 
of lightening in the immediate future. 
Refunding part of the national debt 
has increased the carrying costs ma¬ 
terially. Social service payments—in 
sum a transfer from the earning to 
the debit side of the national ledger— 
are not less, but more. Trade and 
commerce, which together are ex¬ 
pected to carry it all, are finding a 
great deal of change in the marketing 
conditions of the times. Canada is 
importing in goods far more than it 
is.selling abroad. The exchange value 
of its dollar is at a premium mainly 
by reason of Canadian borrowings 
abmad and a continuation of inflow 
of risk capital in search of higher 
returas. 

For not one of these conditions 
standing by itself perhaps could the 
Diefenbaker administration be fairly 
blamed. Economic swings of the pen¬ 
dulum occur regardless of govern¬ 
mental policy, though influenced by 
It in many directions. What the 
federal government stands obligated 
to as a national trust, however, is 
a degree of finnness and leadership 
which will link with every other 
effort to bring Canada’s economy 
back to more stable ground. If in the 
course of doing that the administra¬ 
tion asks Parliament next year to 
ratify another increase in federal 
taxation, it will certainly be e xpected 
to produce a lower bill of costs than 
has pertained of late. 


Illegal Entry 


T here can be only one proper 
way of entering Canada with a 
\iew to staying here and becoming a 
Canadian citi/ed. That is via the 
accepted method of immigration pro¬ 
cedures. These are not .set up for 
fun but to e/isure that the flow of 
new entrants is controlled in keeping 
with the capacity of the country to 
absorb them, and that they qualify in 
health and other particulars. Would- 
be citizens have no licence to enter 
Canada any ^ther way. 

Individual cases occur to invite 
public sympathy for someone who 
manages to get here and wants to 
stay. It seems an easy matter then 
to bypass the regulations and let the 
individual remain. No great hann is 
done, it is argued, and in i.solated 
cases that may be true enough. Yet 
If this view prevailed too often a 
pattern of illegal entry could easily 
be e.stahli8hed that wftuld set at 
naught the immigration policies of 
« the nation. 

A person may jump ship and come 


ashore in Canada. Another one may 
arrive on a visitor’s perniit and then 
refuse to leaye again. A stateless 
person may manage to be taken off a 
vessel and his status b€*come the sub¬ 
ject of much argument, ^ith* senti¬ 
ment rou-sed in his favor. The ex¬ 
treme irony often is that someone 
who breaks the laws to enter Canada 
Is able to use this country’s laws to 
prevent or delay his deportation. That 
is having one’s cake and eating It, 
with a vengeance. 

The immigration department In 
several instances has proved that it 
has a heqrt, even though when it is 
defied by illegal entry there is 
actually no call on its compassion. 
There must be a limit to its goodw ill 
in this respect, however. Anyone who 
sneaks Into the country should ex¬ 
pect to be run out again when he iik 
caught. If some circum.stance enables 
him to remain with the blessing of 
authority he has rea.son to be doubly 
grateful. But the general rule of 
proper entry into Canada must hold 
good.

It is, simply, that In Christmas week 
a little cash windfall may be placed 
in the hands of individuals and hou.se- 
holds where it may be least expected 
and most welcome.

Donations may be made in 
name or anonymously, as citizens 
prefer. Unices otherwise directed by 
the givers, the list of donors will be 
published dally until the fund^closes.

There is no canva.ss from 
door to door. No ope is solicits. 
Yet experience has shown that the 
community values this opportunity to 
share its happiness on Chri.stmas Day. 


Interpreting the News 


Border Tiff Softening

D espite the sedou* implications of 
the IndiaChina border wrangling, 
thera appears to be no indication that iht 
dispute will boil Into major warfare. 

If Red China's Premier Chou En Ui 
Intended fulfilling largescale territorial 
ambitions, foreign observers say. he 
would reasonably be expected to as¬ 
semble Invasion forcei near the disputed 
areas. This hasn’t been done. 

If, oh the other hand, the Chinese 
want only a fev^ miles of the disputed 
frontier, the territory rocks, Jungle and 
mountains — seems barely worth the 
effort. 

On the face of It. th«^ aggravating 
Chinese actions alo^g the McMahon line 
— accepted by India a.H the frontier— 
appear to be based on little more than 
arrogance. With Nehru maintaining a 
firm but philosophical apprrta(;h to the 
threat, and Khrushchev adopting the un¬ 
usual role of peacemaker, a blowup 
should be averted. _ 

Relations between China and India 
began dHe ri o r a t lng .sharply last March 
when Chinese troops invaded Tibet and 
the Dalai Lama found sanctuary across 
the Indian border. Nehru, who has 
always shown a high degree of tolerance 
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toward his Chinese nrighbors. eventually 
condemned their acuuus. 'men boitier 
skirmishes broke-out between Indian and 
Chinese troops and the flow of protests 
between Delhi and Peking turned into a 
flood. 

Some observers feel the Tibet issue 
led Chou to this needling of Nehru. 
There have been other suggesUons that 
the Chinese premier wanted only to 
attract some attention w'hlle Khrushchev 
was alraling headlines with his American 
tour. Another opinion Is that Chou reallv 
wants the extra territory Nehru tenrns 
it “a few mountains” and at the same 
time teat Indian resistance. 

Khrushchev may be truly slncefe in 
his efforts to get differences settled. Ru.s- 
sia has been giving India extensive eco¬ 
nomic assistance to offset Western aid, 
and when American arms were sold to 
Pakistan, Khrushchev was iV^ported to 
have offered Ru.Haian weapons to India. 

If the offer were accepted there has 
been no ftidicution from Nehru that it 
will -he It could mcao that Cftiineae 
border patrols would be staring a\ Rus¬ 
sian guna. At a time when Khru.«hrhev 
ia anxious to maintain easy relations with 
Peking, surit implicaUons could be dis- 
^trous.

Concern is being expressed be¬ 
cause our troops are getting the war¬ 
heads but they are to stay under 
control. Thia ia a case of the piper 
callinB.^the tune, although there 
seems small way out of it. I suppose 
it Involves some loss of w>ver^ignty 
since the weapons will be on our soil, 
but on the other hand someone in 
Ottawa says they won’t be fired with¬ 
out its permission. 

This would seem to restore the bal¬ 
ance. In the Pentagon I’m sure soma 
chaps will regard this restriction as 
infringing its sovereignty. 

Frankly, if they’re ever to be set. 
off In a hurry there’s liable to be coi> 
fusion getting the word “go” from 
two different*places some mandarin 
might be on vacation, or .something— 
but that's another question. 

At the moment the doubt is about 
us tarring ourselves wilh nuclear 
weapons. Some faint steps Are being 
taken on the international level to¬ 
wards elimination of this kind of 
armament, and it is argued that 
CanadA is breaching the philosophy of 
peace by so arming itself. 

I think we must be reali.stlc about 
the thing and not get too uppity unc- 
tious. The^jF* are decent people even in 
nuclear lands, you know, no more 
anxious for war than we are. 

We could refuse the warheads, of 
course, although onesided disarma¬ 
ment is i parlous undertaking. 
Neutralism isn’t helping India these 
days, for instance, nor has it induced 
ail others to leave it alone. 

★ ♦ ♦ 

But one can’t very well ignore the 
map. Canada is not a Switzerland, ab- 
solv€*d by geography from being the 
m«>at In the sabdwich of two giant 
protagooi.sts. W’e are next door.to the 
U.S.A. and therefore bound to be 
draw'n ip if the latter becomes mill- 
tantly embroiled. 

Quite possibly the U.S. would say 
“Okay" if we refused the w’eapon.s. 
It would be firing them itself, ctime 
any day of catastrophe, in !ts own 
protection. But it is rather too much 
to expect that the U-S.. In extremity 
over its own self-preservat^n, could 
afford to be so altrui.stic as to fire the 
warheads put into the Pacific Just for 
our sake. 

As far as anyone can see we run 
the grave-rt.*»k of being a No-Man’s 
Land, never a very attractive place 
even in a non nuclear war. I am all 
lor peace but I think that situation 
even less enviable than firing, some 
warheads from our territory. * 
At lea.st the latter might tend to 
pu.shithe perimeter of dLsaster a bit 
further north. 

Putting it bluntly, w# depend on 
the U.S. to defend us as well as Itself 
If the cold war heecifn€*s hot. That

'HERE are times, as any sales¬ 
man will tell you, when a sale 
can’t be made because your pros¬ 
pective customer _ 

simply doesn’t need 
your product. 

In the business 
world, .selling is a 
meeting of supply 
and demand. When 
even the most per* 
sua.sive sales pdeh 
fails to create de¬ 
mand. there can be 
no sale. 

At business level, this is the 
situation in which uranium salesman 
Gordon Churchill found himself. The 
United States just doesn’t need any 
more Canadian uranium than the 
$1,380.0(10.01)0 worth it will hava 
bought under pre.sent contracts. 

The U.S. has an over-supply of 
domestic capacity. It is buying from 
U.S. mines at prices lower than it is 
paying for Canadian uranium. If 
the U.S. government had exercised 
its option on Canadian product ion’’for 
a further five years, it would' have 
had to a.sk- Congress for $912,000.(XX) 
to buy something the U.S. doesn’t 
need, to support a foreign industry 
in .{competition with American in¬ 
dustry. 

As a business proposition, Church¬ 
ill’s sales pitch could scarc«>ly have 
been weaker. Nevertheless, he forced 
it eight up the line in Washington 
— to Dillon, to Herter, to Eisenhower. 
The answer - regretful, understand¬ 
ing, sympatheticwas still “no.” 


However, to dismiss the writeoff 
of the Canadian-Ameriran ^uranium 
contracts on solely economic grounds 
is to ignore important defence and 
political considerations. 

Uranium production is one of the 
few important contribyutions Canada 


can make to Joint defence. It is a 
happy coincidence that Canada has 
been able to make this contribution 
on a profitable basis, not least because 
the stronger the Canadian economy, 
the stronger Canada’s defenc-e potem 
tlaL 

In this sen.se the defence partner¬ 
ship has suffered by the U.S. action. 
The good faith of the Uii. in the 
area of production sharing for <le- 
fem-e is thrown open to question. 
And resentment ha.s been created in 
Canada which may have a 'divisive 
effect on the partnership. 

It is undoubtedly these considera¬ 
tions which Liberal leader Pearson 
had in mind when he stated that 
“The responsibility for this sorry 
failure is divided between the United 
States, concerned only with its 
domestic produc-ers, and the Canadian 
government, unable or unwilling to 
bring the ne<*e.ssary political pressure 
on Washington at the highest levels.’*

Not Everyone’s Cup of Tea 


■y M. V. rHf>iNLX FRHS 

Like painnips. the Jeruaalt^rp arti¬ 
choke isn’t everybody’s cup of tea. but 
it does provide somethinf a little 
different in flavor from the vegeUble 
patch, and it requires less care and 
attention than any of our common 
vegetables. 

Nobody seems to know for sure 
just how this vegetable acquired its 
common name, Jemsalem artichoke, 
for it Isn’t an artichoke and it mast 
certainly doesn’t come from the Holy 
Land. It ir actually a sunflower with 
an edible root, and it is a native of 
Canada, discovered by Champlain In 
1605. who took a supply of the tubers 
back to Europe with him. One theory 
holds that “Jerusalem” is a street 
vendor’s corruption of “Girasole,” the 
Italian name for this food. 

As a native Canadian plant, the Jeru¬ 
salem artichoke doesn’t suffer in the 
least from frost, hence they can be 
left in the ground all winter and dug 
up as required for the table. Gour¬ 
mets insist that the tubers are fre.sher. 
crisper and .sweeter after a touch of 
frost in the soil. 

For my money, this is at least one 


reason why the Jerusalem artichoke 
is deserving of a place in the lazy 
gardener's vegetable plot. When ^ so 
many of our crops must be dug labor¬ 
iously and stored and guarded against 
frost or excess warmth, it i.s a relief 
to have one vegetable which can be 
left to go its own sweet way, without 
any attention at all. 

'The plants are perennial, so the 
best place to grow them is at one end 
of the garden rather than in the mid 
die. so they won’t get in the way of 
fall digging or plowing. The flowers 
ure passably attractive — three-inch 
yellow sunflowers in small clusters on 
six foot stems and a row of them 
makes an effective screen or wind¬ 
break for the vegetable plot. 

The tubers can be dug and used 
any time from October right through 
the winter Rntil growth starts up 
again toward the end of Februar>'. 
As the roots are dug for the kitchen, 
any small ones should be .set aside for 
replanting in the early spring. One 
simple way of storing the.se “seed” 
tubers is to bury them, taking out a 
shallow trench and covering the small' 
artichokes with a six-inch layer of

soil, where they will keep In first class 
condition until planting time. 

One way we serve Jerusalem arti¬ 
chokes at our house U to wash the 
tubers, peel them, slice them across, 
and fr>' them with bacon. Treated in 
this way. they have a flavor rather 
like mushrooms. 

Another favorite dish with us is to 
scrub the tubers and boil them un- 
peeled in a minimum of water. When 
tender, the artichokes are lifted ‘out 
to cool, whilf the water in which they 
were boiled full of flavor and vita¬ 
mins -is used for making a cream 
sauce. When cool enough to handle, 
the tubers are peeled and sliced into 
the hot cream sauce, and Hther ser\'ed 
as a side dish with a meat course, or 
on slif'cs of hot buttered toast as a 
meal in Itself. 

Small, deformed and twisted tubers 
are the bane of the cook, for they are 
altogether too much trouble to pre¬ 
pare for the table and peeling is a 
fiddling, time-consuming chore. The 
secret of getting big, smooth, easy- 
to-peel artichokes is to give them 
plenty of room when planting—at 
least three feet between plants.

Mount Tolmie, the school board 
took It over. 

Fortunately, successive, 
school boards havd realized 
the value of the castle and have 
done everything possible to 
preserve the old features such 
as the magnificent stained 
glass window! and tho fire¬ 
places.
